Number 7}ledger, the Panthers now prep for their all important 


bowl appearance. 

The Panthers will be put to 
the test next Saturday evening at 
8 p.m. when they host the Sierra 
College Wolverines in the Lettuce 
Bowl. Sierra cinched the Golden 
Valley Conference championship 
with a 13-12 win over Shasta Col- 
lege. The Wolverines, 1-8 in 1965, 
did a complete reversal in 1966 
and finished with a strong 8-1 
record, winning their last eight 
games of the year. 

Ironic Debut

Sierra was 5-0 in the GVC, de- 
feating Marin 34-31, Napa 18-12, 
Santa Rosa 20-14, Yuba 24-11, and 
Shasta 13-12.
